There are now six hundred and sixty persons 
doing the State service in convict capacity. Of 
these only two hundred remain at the old peni- 
tent iary at Alton. The four hundred and sixty 
at Joliet are all males except fifteen. The chief 
employment of these is upon the erection of the 
Penitentiary itself. The first shovel full of 
earth was lifted in Sept., 1857, und as early as 
possible, structures were commenced, and the 
most trusty of the convicts at Alton were from 
time to time transferred to the work, which was 
desired by them as less irksome than their shop 


Since 1857 the work has steadily progressed, 
and yet such is its extent that it will be three 
full years hence before it will be completed. 
The east end part of the west, main wall, includ- 
ing the portheest and southeast towers are 
finished, and the completion of the principal 
prison is promised the present season. 

Tus entire cost of the Penitentiary will be 
about $750,000. The contractors are L. P. San - 
ger and Samuel K. Casey, the fatter also the | 
Warden. These gentlemen took the entire pro- 
perty at the Alton Penitentiary at 4 valuation 
of $60,000, as payment on their contract. Be- 
sides this the State in 1457 appropriated $75,000, 
and in the Legislature of 1859 $200,000. The 
sum of $284,935.92 has already been expended 
on the works, and the appropriations exhausted. 
If the contractors go on as they must and will 
do, it will be in reliance upon the Legislature 
of next winter to pay up the arrears.
